Before June 28, 1914, Germany will- 
ed, if not war, at least another trial of 
diplomatic strength in which the threat 
of war should enter as a decisive fac- 
tor. 

“It now appears beyond the possibil- 
ity of doubt that this war was made 
by Germany pursuing a long and set: 
tled purpose. For many years she had 
been preparing to do exactly what she 
has done, with a thoroughness, a per- 
fection of plans, and a vastness of pro- 
vision in men, munitions and supplies 
never before equaled or approached in 
human history. She brought the war 
on when she chose, because she chose, 
in the belief that she could conquer 
the earth nation by nation.”—(Ex-Sen- 
ator Elihu Root, speech in Chicago, 
September 14, 1917.) 

“There is a whole category of facts 
to which we do not, temporarily at- 
tach a decisive importance, for the spir- 
it of mathematics can invoke in its fa- 
for the benefit of coincidence . .. It 
is a question of various measures tak- 
en by Germany (the state or individu- 
als) long before the menace of war was 
appreciable. . . . Certain persons 
would see in those measures, of which 
the war has demonstrated the utility, 
the proof that Germany had, months 
before, taken the resolve to launch the 
European war in 1914. When one has 
seen the German Government at work, 
this hypothesis is not extravagant.""— 
(Le Mensonge du 3 Aout, 1914, pp. 
9-14.) 

“In the summer of 1913 I learned of 
a meeting of the Friedensfreunde to be 
held in Nuremberg in July. I attended 
the meeting and became acquainted 
with a number of leading Democrats, 
and with a good many others interested 
in peace, though not on a democratic 
basis. I was invited to come back to 
speak in -thé German. cities; and I 
found time in December . . . to give 
lectures in Frankfurt, Wiesbaden, 
Mannheim, Stuttgart and Munich. 
Through my friends I learned a good 
deal of the plans of the Pan-Germau- 
ists and especially of the German Gen- 
eral Staff. 

“In brief, they hoped to bring on war 
in 1914, Presumably, at that time, 
through disturbances to be created in

AMERICANS ON MARNE 
DRIVE GERMANS BACK 


Irresistable Rush Carries Them Into 
Town of Torcy 


With the American Army in Picardy. 


—The fighting Thursday night, June 6, 
raged with great fierceness for five 
hours. The Americans captured Boud- 
esches and entered Torcey. Twenty-five 
Americans in Torcey engaged and drove 
out 200 Germans and then withdrew to 
the main line on the outskirts of the 
town. As the result of the two at- 


tacks by the Americans against the en- 


emy in the second battle northwest of 


Chateau Thierry 300 prisoners were cap- 
tured and the Americans extended their 
line over a front of about six miles to 
a depth of nearly two and a half miles. 

While the losses of the Americans 
necessarily have been heavy on account 
of the nature of the fighting, the Ger- 
man dead are piled three deep in 
places. 

A number of machine gunsS were add- 
ed to the American booty. The German 
prisoners taken by the Americans, 
many of whom were mere boys, had 
only been in the line for’ two. days. 
Some of them wore the white bands of 
the Prussian Guard. 

Private Carl B. Mills of Visal‘a, Cal., 
was in the first wave of Americans to 
go over the top in the Veuilly wood to 
smoke out the Germans remaining 
there. He said that after his unit ob- 
tained tis objective many of the men 
went back and filled the ranks of their 
advancing comrades. <All worked like 
elockwork, he said. The favorite slogan 
was “Each man get a German; don't let 
a German get you.” 

Many instances are related of the 
heroism of the Red Cross workers in 
braving the shells in No Man’s Land 
and gathering in or aiding wounded. 

The correspondent talked with a nine- 
teen year old German prisoner who was 
@itting under a tree eating American 
bread and drinking French wine.

“Serbia recognizes that the fait ac- 
compli regarding Bosnia has not affected 
her rights In deference to the 
advise of the Great Powers, Serbia un- 
dertakes to renounce from now onwards 
the attitude of protest and oppression 
which she has adopted with regard to 
the annexation since last autumn. She 
unde;takes, moreover, to modify the di- 
rection of her policy with regard to 
Austria-Hungary, and to live in future 
on good neighborly terms with the lat- 
ter.’"—(British Blue Book, No, 4; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Documents, p. 4.) 

(b) Tariff disputes over importation 
of Serbian pigs into Austria-Hungary. 
A prohibitive tariff was imposed in 1906. 

(c) Continued agitation of Serbian 
revolutionary societies (especially the 
Narodna Odbrana) against the ‘‘danger- 
ous, neartless, grasping odious and 
greedy enemy in the north,” who “robs 
millfons of Serbian brothers of their 
liberty and rights, and holds them in 
bondage and chains.” — (Austria-Hun- 
garian Red Book, No. 19; Collected Dip- 
lomatic Documents, p. 465.) 

(d) German plans for Berlin-Bagdad 
railway required that Serbia should be 
controlled by Austria.—(See above, ch. 
fi, IV 4.) 

3.—Russia’s interest in Serbia—found- 
ed upon kinship in blood, language, and 
religiom and on Russian aid in the past 
against Turkey (in 1806-12, 1829-30, 
1877-8). This interest was well known, 
and Austria and Germany recognized 
that their policy toward Serbia might 
lead to war with Russia.—(See War Cy- 
clopedia, under ‘Pan-Slavism.’) 

“During the Balkan crisis (the Rus- 
sian Minister for Foreign Affairs) had 
made it clear to the Austrian Govern- 
ment that war with Ruasia must inevit- 
ably follow an Austrian attack on Ser- 
bia.’"—(Report of British ambassador to 
Russia. British Blue Book, No. 139; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Documents, p. 101.) 

“We were perfectly aware that a pos- 
sible warlike attitude of Austria-Hun- 
gary against Serbia might bring Russia 
upon the fleld, and that it might there- 
fore involve us in a war, in accordance 
with out duty as allies.”

WAYS OF TACTFUL NURSE 


Many Things That Should Be Ob- 
served by These Who Would Min- 
ister to the Sick. 

The best training in the world can- 
not turn a woman who has not the 
gift for nursing into a tactful nurse. 
Efficient and dependable she may 
be trained to be, but tact and 
sympathy must come by insight. How- 
ever, there are certain rules and cer- 
tain little niceties that anyone trained 
or untrained can and should remem- 
ber when they are in the sick room. 

Be careful that you have no annoy- 
ing little tricks, such as clearing your 
throat, humming, rocking, drumming 
with your fingers or making any un- 
necessary noise that might be irritat- 
ing to tired nerves. As most people 
who have such tricks are quite uncon- 
scious of them themselves, it is quite 
necessary to stop and think occasion- 
ally to be sure that you are guilty of 
none of them. 

Another habit most annoying to pa- 
tients is one that many nurses have 
of talking to other people, the doctor 
or family, in an undertone or whisper 
within hearing of the patient. This 
is as unnecessary and discourteous to 
an ill person as it is to a well per- 
son, and to many patients it is alarm- 
ing as well. If you have anything to 
say that cannot be said in the hearing 
of, the patient, gd out of the room to 
Bay it. 


A still more necessary point to re- 
member is that the most, exquisite 
neatness must be the order of the sick 


room. The slightest disorder is often’ 


intolerable to a nervous patient. Re- 
member that all the patient would 


wish to have done in her room you 


must do for her, otherwise she will 
worry about it. If she is an habitual 
person and accustomed tp have her 
furniture and personal belongings 
Just so, it will fret and worry her to 
have them misplaced. Do not leave 
medicine bottles, bandages or any 
paraphernalia of the sick room in 
sight. They are depressing as well 
as ugly. 

Do not insist upon straightening the 
bedclothes if your patient wishes to be 
let alone. Do not insist on anything 
that is unnecessary in the way of at- 
tentions or regulations. Above all, 
hold it always in your mind that you 
must study. and consider your pe 
tient’s personality and subdue your 
own. Do-not thoughtlessly impose 


your will and habits upon a helplesa,
